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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1, drawn to a cell producing CMP-sialic acid, classified in class 435, 
subclass 243/325/410. 

II. Claims 2-4, drawn to a cell of interest producing an acceptor which is a glycan, a 
donor MP-SA and a sialyltransferase, classified in class 435, subclass 252.3. 

III. Claims 5-25, 46, drawn to a cell of interest producing sialylated glycoprotein, 
classified in class 435, subclass 252.3, 254.1, 255.1 or 257.1. 

IV. Claims 26-40, 47, drawn to a method for manipulating glycoprotein production in 
an insect cell, classified in class 435, subclass 455. 

V. Claims 41-43, drawn to a method for producing sialylated glycoprotein using a 
manipulated insect cell, classified in class 435, subclass 69.1 . 

VI. Claims 44-45, drawn to a method for producing sialylated glycoprotein, classified 
in class 435, subclass 69.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II, IH are patentably distinct from each other. The cell of group I, the cell of group 
II, and the cell of group ffl each comprise amino acid sequences and nucleotide sequences which 
are chemically unrelated, do not require each other for practice; have separate utilities, such as 
use of the cell of group I to produce CMP-sialic acid versus the use of the cell of group H to 
make a glycan or a sialyltransferase versus the use of the cell of group III to make sialylated 
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glycoproteins and are subject to separate manufacture and sale. The groups have acquired 
separate status in the art and separate fields of search. 

Inventions IV, V, VI are patentably distinct from each other. The method of 
manipulating glycoprotein production of group IV, the method of producing sialylated 
glycoprotein using a manipulated insect cell of group V, the method of producing sialylated 
glycoprotein of group VI are all unrelated as they comprise distinct steps, utilize different 
products and produce different results. The groups have acquired separate status in the art and 
separate fields of search as further evidenced by their separate classification. 

Inventions I, II, III and IV, V, VI are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the cells of groups I, II, III can be used to 
isolated polynucleotides or make cDNA or genomic libraries as opposed to its use n the methods 
of groups IV, V, VI. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
